Im other words, the 
American paper-makers have placed the 
price of paper at such extortionate fig- 
ures that the Canadian makers are able 
to pay a premium of twenty per centum 
for the privilege of selling their stocks in 
the United States; and this fact is grave- 
ly set forth in an avowed organ of the 
American paper-makers. The existence 
of such a condition of things embodies 
an unanswerable argument in favor of 
the immediate removal of the duty on 
printing paper, which is at present mere- 
ly an unjust and extortionate tax upon 
publishers. 

We are not yet through with the pa- 
pers which our friend has been kind 
enough to send us; we have discovered 
other important facts having a material 
bearing upon the side of justice and the 
public; but, in the meantime, we trast 
he will favor us with additional copies of 
these paper-trade organs. They possessa 
decided interest just at present, and some 
of the facf® they ‘contain, as we have 
just shown, are important enough to re- 
produce.

Before the next governor is 
nominated the two organizations will dilfer very 
little in completeness of organizat.on, and though 
there may be a little confusion about names for a 
while, time, which makes all things even and 
open, will clear up that, and the two will stand 
confessed as two.

tion, it will continue to be the foot-bail of the 
stalwarts. (Gratitude, affection, self-interests, all 
alike dictate the firm aliegiance of the southern 
people to the democracy, and we do not believe, 
therefore, thata single electoral vote from the 
south will be lacking to the democratic candi- 
date next fall. Some importance has been at- 
tached to the pronunciamento of General 
Mahone to the effect. that the read- 
juster party will piace an independent 
electoral ticket in the field with the view of cast- 
ing the vote of Virginia for either the republican 
or democratic candidate, as may ‘‘seem best.’’

Already the high-iariff interest has begun to 
exert itself to secure the defeat of the bill iutro- 
duced by Mr. Fort, of Ilinois, having for its ob- 
ject the cheapening of the cost of print-paper, 
and it is t be expected that the measure will 
meet with strong opposition from all the manu- 
facturers who are espevially favored by protect- 
ive or prohibitory duties. The fact that the ob- 
ject and effect of the bill is to reduce the cost of 
disseminating intelligence—notably so in the 
case of school-books, as Mr. Fort urges—will not 
be allowed to silence hostility to the proposed re- 
/ duction from that element which opposes a de- 
crease of tariff duties on general ete 
Nevertheless, there Is reason to hope that 
the Fort bill will be reported favorably 
by the “house committee on ways and 
means, and that it will pass the house in spite of 
the ultra-protectionists. The bill proposes to ad- 
mit tree of duty the ingredieut of soda-ash, 
which is largely -used in the manufacture of 
paper—nearly all other ingre lients being already 
on the free list—and to defeat any further ecombi- 
nation by the paper-makers by reaucing the duty 
on foreign paper of the cheaper grades to five per 
cent. ad valorem. The total revenue derived 
from the tariff on soda ash is but $500,600 a year, 
or less than the extra cost of print-paper for one 
day to the pnblishers of newspapers and school- 
bouvks in America, @ .d the removalof the duty 
cannot therefore be resisted on any ground other 
than selfish unwillingness to lower the existing 
tariff, even for the sake of cheapening the cost of 
intelligence and education.

—The Walton County Vidette says that 
Rev. Evan Lawrence, late of Jasper county, 
but who now resides in this place, was sud- 
denly stricken »with paralysis at bis home 
on Monroe street on Sunday morning last 
while dressing forchurch. Medical aid was 
quickly summoned, who did all they could 
to relieve the sufferer, with but partial sue- 
cess. 


—Angusta News: An uncommon and 
praiseworthy act of heroism was enacted 
yesterday afternoon, which we take pleas- 
ure in recording. Little Walter Meyers, 
son of Mr. C. R. Meyers. aged 7, saved the 
lifeof Mr. Edmuhd J, Hicks’s son, aged 6, 
who fell in the sewer by the ice factory last 
evening. He sank twice, but Walter, with 
rare presence of mind, endangered his own 
life by extending him his hand, and drew 
him out. The water at this point is five 
feet deep, and but for little Walter’s exvr- 
tions, hiscompanion would certainly haye 
been drowned. 


—Montezuma Weekly: Some time in last 
December Lucy Harmon, colored, was ar- 
rested on a charge of assault with intent to 
murder, and confined in our county jail. 
Upon investigation before the justice court, 
the magistrate sent her back to jail to 
await trial before the county court for the 
offense of assault and battery. The evi- 
dence before the county court was such that 
Judge Fish was satisfied that tbe original 
charge of assault with intent to murder was 
correct, but as she was only being tried for 
assault and battery, he could only send her 
to the chain-gang for twelve months, which 
sentence was passed instanter. Lucy was 
sent back to her cell. When Sheriff Bell, 
who is also jailer, visited the jail on the 
S3ist ult., be found that Lucy had become a 
mother. The other ininates of the jail said 
that the child was born alive, but on visit- 
ing the cell, Sheriff Bell found that the 
child was dead, and upon examination, 
marks of violence were found upon the 
body of the infant. No inquest. 


--Savannah News: In theaccount of the 
terrible murder cf a colored woman and her 
chiid, near Jenks’ bridge, Bryan county, on 
Monday last, published in yesterday’s 
Morning News, mention was made that two 
negroes had been arrested on suspicion of 
being concerned in the crime. As there is 
no secure place for the keeping of such pris- 
oners in Bryan county, they have been 
brought fo Savannah, and are now incarcer- 
ated in Chatham county jail. Ascertaining 
this fact, a representative ofthe News yes3- 
terday morning visited the jail, and through 
the courtesy of the deputy jailer, Mr. 
Andrew Goebel, had an_ interview 
with the prisoners. They are both con- 
fined in the same cell and = mani- 
fested no disposition to talk of the crime, 
though declaring their innocence. These 
parties are named Aaron Scott. and Aaron 

Benjamin. From the former, who was 
spokesman, we obtained the following par- 
ticulars of this horrible affair, which has 
created intense excitement throughout 
that portion of Bryan: The murdered wo- 
man was named Maria Cone, and was the 
wife of Jack Cone, a laborer on the place of 
Mr. Pugh,where were also employed temp?- 
rarily Aaron Scott and Aaron Benjamin. 

Cone’s cabin is situated near the bridge 

which spans the Ogeechee, dividing Chat- 
ham and Bryan counties, and is about three 
miles from No. 24 on the Central railroad. 

Maria Cone was employed to cook the 

meals for Scott, Benjamin and the other 
negroes. Scott states that on Monday he 

and Benjamin went tothe house, and 

after eating their nner remained 

for a short time, and then returned 

to their work in the field, about a mile dis- 

tant. That was the last time they saw Ma- 

ria Cone, until the news was brought to the 

field late in evening that she had heen mur- 
dered and burned, and the oldest child, 

aged about seven years, had been found 

dead in the well. A second and younger 
child wasthe only living personon the 
premises when Jack Cone returned home. 

Scott states that a sister of Maria Cone and 
her brother-in-law were present at dinner, 
and only left a short time before they did. 

They disclaim any knowledge whatever 
concerning the murder, and assert 
that an hour after they had left 
the house &and_ returned’ to. their 
work the child who was found 
dead in the well wasseen by a neighbor 
passing, playing about the yard, hence the 
inference is that the crime had not then 
been committed, and as they were then in 
the field they could have had no participa- 
tion in the crime, and were surprised at 
their arrest. Scott further informed us 
that Cone’s house was robbed the previous 
Monday of a watch, alooking glass and 
some other articles. The watch belong- 
ed to Scott and had been !eft in tue house 
whilst he was at work in the field. Cone, 
itis stated, expressed the opinion that 
the parties who coinmitted 
this robbery are guilty of this 

second and more horrible crime. Other 
parties, however, are suspected, and war- 
rants are issued for their arrest; among 
them a negro named Jack Williams, and a 
white man whose name Scott was unable to 
learn. Scott and Benjamin were arrested 
late on Tuesday night, and were kept in 
close custody until they were brought to 
Savannab, and could learn nothing further 
about the murder. It is:expected that 
Williams will be arrested and brought to 
Savannah in a few davs.

THE COTTON MARKET. 


CONSTITUTION OFFICE, 
Atlanta, February 11, 1880, 

New York—At the opening this morning the 
months were a fraction higher, but the tone grew 
weaker as the day advanced, and a slight loss is 
reported at the close. Spots advanced 1-16c, mak- 
ing at the close 13 3-léc. Net receipts for four 
days amount to 76,699 bales; exports 58,497 bales; 
stock 996,598 bales; sales for future delivery 
155,000 bales, 
Liverpool closed flat with sales of 18,000 bales, 
of which 13,000 were American. 
The local coiton market is very quiet, though 
spots are in good demand. Receipts for the day 
amount to 378 bales, of which 228 bales were re- 
ceived from wagons. There is a very active de- 
mand for cotton. Transactions are few. Owing 
to the steady condition of the New York market 
our quotations are unchanged and we quote the 
market firm as follows: Good middlings 12%e;

FRANCE, 

Paris, February 11.—The government 
will to-day make a formal declaration in 
the chamber of deputies that it opposes 
plenary amnesty. 

The work of computing the cost of the 
Franco-German war to France has been 
completed. It amounts to nearly fifteen 
milliards of francs (33,000,000,000), not in- 
cluding losses sustained by commerce and 
nationa! industries. 

RUSSIA, 

Sr. Pererspure, Februrry 11.—The Jour- 
nal de St. Petersburg says: ‘‘The restituti« n 
of Herat to Persia has been a tradition in 
the policy of Russia for the past half cen- 
tury. The cession has always been opposed 
by England, wbo now abandons her former 
views out of jealousy of Russia. The 
latter will rot allow her to be turn 
ed from the loyal national licy she 
has hitherto pursued, which is ba:ed upon 
ner good relations with Persia, and if Persia 
despises her friendship she does sv at her 
peril. The Galos observes that the friendship 
of Russia isuf vital necessity to Persia. The 
report of the appointment of General Sko- 
beioff to command the army opposing 
“gainst Tekke Turcomans is practically 
confirmed. 

Russia wiil shortly concentrate a great 
naval force inthe Chinese and Japanese 
waters. 


There'will also be solemn daily services 
in the Catholic church, which will be well 
attended, as those of that faith are very 
careful in all religigious observances. As to 
Lent, or the season of fasting, there are va- 
rious opinions among those learned in 
sacred things: 

Roman Catholic theologians and many 
Protestants maintain that the fast is, in 
subsiance, of apostolic origin; such is the 
opinion of St Jerome. sut the greater 
number of Protestants consider it to be of 
ecclesiastical institution, The common 
opinion is that it was established as a prep- 
aration fur the great anniversaries of 
Christ’s crucitixion and resurrection, and 
in remembrance of His fast for forty days 
in the wilderness. Some authors contend 
that in the beginning this preparatory fast 
was limited to the first four days of Holy 
week, embracing a fast of forty hours, which 
was gradually extended to forty days; oth- 
ers contend the fast was one of forty 
davs from the fir-t. Before the fourth cen- 
tury a period of 40 days before Easter was 
set apart for fasting and prayer, beginning 
with what is now the first Sunday of Lent 
and terminating on Holy Thursday. With- 
in this period neither the Greeks nor Latins 
fasted 40 days, the Sundays and Thursdays 
being excepted by both, and also the Satur- 
days by the Greeks., As the genera! senti- 
ment declared in favor of fasting 40 days 
ihe period was lengthened by both in the 
east and west. At Rome it became fifty 
and afterwards sixty days. There is con- 
siderable uncertainty regarding tbe nature 
of the obligation of fasting. The fasts of 
Holy week seem to have been kept by all 
as obligatory; but the others, it is thought, 
were assumed as voluntary. The general 
custom became at length to be a yeseral 
law. 

The council of Clermont (1095) enjoined 
under painof excommunication that the 
universal peace, called tbe truce of God 
should be observedfrom Ash Wednesday 
until Whitsunside. In Eugland Ercom- 
bert, who died 664, made the observance of 
Lent obligatory in Kent. The church of 
England stili keeps the Lenten fast in her 
calendar with appropriate services, as does 
the Protestant Epsicopal church. The 
fourth Sunday of Lent is often termed 
Mid-Lent Sunday or Passion Sunday: it 
was formerly known as ‘Carl Sunday,” 
and on that day beans or peas called ‘‘car. 
lings’ used tuo be given away oreaten. Yes- 
terday is called Ash Wednesday, from the 
fact that on this day in the Roman Catholic 
ehurch the priest marks the sign of the 
cross wiih ashes on the forehead of the 
people, repeating in words memento, boiwo, 
quod pulvises et in pulverem reverteris: 
‘Remember, man, that thou art dust, and 
unto dust shalt return.”

New York, February 11.—At the time 
the Vanderbilt will case was dropped. 
about a year ago, and the Tribune stated 
there had been acompromise by William 
H. Vanderbilt with Cornelius J., there were 
vehement denials on all sides. Henry L. 
Clinton, one of William's counsel, said 
there was not theshadow of truthin the story 
of a compromise on any conceivable basis 
The details of the compromise were fully 
and unexpectedly disclosed in_ the 
courts. It has already been 
known that Cornelius was {to Tre- 
ceive, of course, the $210,000 left him under 
his father’s will, and about $300,000 to pay 
h‘s gambling and other debts, including 
$60,000 to Horace Greeley’s heirs. Besides 
this, there was a trust deed made, by which 
he was to receive 1 500 shares of New York 
Central stock, 1,000 Harlem stock, $100,000 
of Canada Soutbern bonds, and $58,000: of 
Lake Shore mortgage bonds, the total 
amount invested being $400,000. Wm. H. 
Vanderbiit and E. D. Worcester, secretary 
of the Central road, were made trustees un- 
der this deed. 

Cornelius recently applied to his brother 
and Worcester, asking them to pay him 
$200,000 of this amount in 2 round sum, 
saying that his income from the 1emainder 
would still be sufficient, and it was neces. 
sary for his health that he should go into 
some business. William, knowing that the 
business was likely to be gambling, po- 
litely declined to do anything of the kind; 
whereupon Cornelius asks the court tu ap- 
point a trustee in William's place, discloses 
the trust deed. and plainly states that it wae 
made in consideration of the withdrawal of 
litigation over the will. 

Justice Donahue dec ined to do as he was 
asked, and intimated that he considered 
the elder brother's refusal proper. It cer- 
tainly was, but the disclosure, compared 
with the denial Mr. Vanderbilt made a 
year ago, recalls the fact that he takes oath 
before the tax commissioners of New York 
that he has no persoual property subject to 
taxation.

Braprorp, Penn., February 11.—Another 
of those terrible accidents apt to occur in 
the oil country, happened this morning 
about nine o'clock at Corwin Center a small 
station on the Kendali and Eldred railroad, 
five miles from Bradford. Two men of the 
class known as “*Moonlighters,”’ or those en- 
gaged in the illicit torpedoing of oil wells, 
were driving a team drawing asleigh, which 
contained, besides themselves, 100 pou: ds 
of nitroglycerine. As they came along 
the main road the sleigh went into a 
deep rut and began to overturn. One 
of the men, James Feeney, secing that 
the sleigh must upset, jumped off aud ran 
away. He had not gone more than ten or 
twelve feet when the terrible stuff exploded 
with fearful violence. Howard Tackett, 
who remainedin the sleigh was literally 
torn in fragments. The mangled and un- 
sightly truuvk was thrown fifty feet down 
the road by the force of the explosion. The 
head was reduced to pulp, and pieces of 
legs, arms and body were strewn around for 
many yards. 

Feeney fared better than his companion. 
In jumping from the venicle he had fallen 
into a surt of ditch at the side of the road, 
and its sides had protected him. When 
found he was covered with debris, but was 
able to get up and walk to a neighboring 
house. His injuries were found to 

mostly internal, and it is thought must 
ultimately cause death. Hiis escape 
from instant annibilation was one of the 
most remarkable on record. The sleigh 
was blown to splinters, and the pour 
horses—an exceptionally fine span 
-—were shockingly mangled, and 
died instantly. A large hole, ten feet wide 
and four or five deep, was made in the road 
at the point where the explosion occurred. 
A curious phase of the accident was that 
the two houses and a barn belonging to 
Henry Dolloff and Charles Sealey were de- 
molished by the explosion. The former’s 
house was thirty feet away, and was 
completely riddled. Iu the house at the 
time were Mrs, Dolloff and four children. 


Eapid Work.

ing—all done in ten hours and eight 
minutes, making twenty-eight = pro 
cesses it passed through.
